andtorments morecruell and bitter then death, And ther- 
fore that Poet, ſemeth to haue ſome reaſon, that ſaid :

Orifby fertt1e men daunted him deeime, 

Infame of 72rtucatter death to rene. - 

What will become of fo n:any inzratetull Lordesif our 
prince ſhould miſcarie : or what will become cuen of the 
princes themſclues, when all obedience1s yiolated, ſubieQi- 
on buried,the ambiti@ of perticulerperſons encreaſed, malice 
in generall accompliſhed, and diforder perteted ? Among 


the princes of 74ay ſome doe acknowledge the empire, and

fomeare ofthe popes homage : They canencurre no diſplea- 


ſure neyther ſutteine any inury, but either the oneor theo» 
ther will ſupport them : but who ſhall protect theſe men, 


confiderin s that only one C'.rles the fitt trrumphedouer all 


the princes of Germearce within the ſpace of four monthes, 
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whoin effet & " HIEW, {allbeneloſt, hadit not "TO 
tor the ſuccour that they receiued from Henry the ſecond? 
It they frame the ſubſtance orbodye ofan army , who ſhall 
be the head? IF they have none, vw ho can hght without a head? 
But if there þe ahcad, who will endure it, con{idering they 
coulde not brooke a lawful Kin2?

All this had almoſt cometo paſſe in the hurt of our King
